Hospital District Sells Bonds 


The 
Hamlin 
Hospital 
District, in a called meeting 
Wednesday afternoon, ac­ 
cepted the low bid of five bids 
submitted on the sale of the 
District’s $1,000,000 bond 
issue. 
The effective interest rate 
on the 25-year bonds was 5.75 
percent in the low bid and 
ranged to a high of 6.01 
percent. 
Bowles, Winston Division, 
Cowen and Company and 
Cullen Center Bank and Trust 
submitted the low bid. 
The sale of the bonds was 
handled 
by 
George 
B. 
Buescher and Co., Inc., 
Municipal 
Finance Con­ 
sultants of Abilene. 
This is the first major step 
in the remodeling of the local 
hospital following the U. S. 
Supreme Courts refusal to 
hear the lawsuit against the 
district. Work is presently 


being completed on the final 
plans for the project and the 
contract for the construction 
work is expected to be let this 
fall. 
In their regular meeting 


Tuesday 
evening, 
the 
directors heard a proposal by 
DLS Contractors of Abilene 
to build a four-doctor clinic 
either for the district or for 
the doctors. The 5,000-foot 


building would cost about 
$140,000, according to the 
firm’s estimate, this would 
not 
include 
sidewalks, 
paving, landscapiag and 
furnishings. 


Rep. Bob Krueger, author of a 
gas decontrol bill in Congress, was 
a speaker at the Texas Press 
Association convention in Gal­ 
veston recently and lashed out at 
the situation which is forcing 
Texans to subsidize energy users in 
the northern part of the nation. 
Rep. Krueger calls this “do­ 
mestic economic colonialism” and 
adds that it is downright unfair. 


To which all Texans agree. 
But how to convince the rest of 
the nation that this is unfair is a 
problem not yet solved. Those in 
the more populous parts of the 
country are using political muscle 
to force prices down on gas and oil 
ignoring 
the 
economics 
of 
producing it. 
The congressman said that 
Texas produces 40 per coit of the 
nation’s supply of natural gas and 
uses 20 per cent of it. Because the 
price on gas sent out of state is less 
than that used in the state, Texans 
are paying more and more, in 
effect subsidizing the cheaper price 
elsewhere. 
The selling of Texas natural gas 
outside the state at a price below 
the world price is a subsidy for the 
rest of the country and is downright 
unfair. Texas asks only for 
equality. Texans are not asking 
that coal or steel be sold at a lower 
price here than in the states where 
these minerals are produced. 
Half of the industries in the 
nation run on natural gas and 
practically all of the homes in 
Texas are heated with it. 
The natural gas industry, along 
with the other energy industries in 
the state, makes up one third of the 
gross national product of Texas. 
If the President is given the 
authority to allocate natural gas 
supplies, and if Congress passes 
laws imposing price controls on all 
oil and gas, then Texas will suffer a

Screwworm Cases Are 
Reported In

Coach Bill Grissom said 
this week that all boys who 
plan to play high school 
football this fall should 
contact him as soon as 
possible and pick up a 
physical blank.

County Agent Kirby Clay­ 
ton reports that screwworm 
egg masses were found in the 
Stamford area last week and 
many screwworm cases are 
beginning to spread across 
new areas of Texas and 
Arizona Livestock producers 
are reminded to double their 
efforts in the current battle 
against the costiy livestock 
pest. 
Although total numbers of 
cases are still low when 
compared to previous years, 
the worst 
part of the 
screwworm season is still 
ahead and all precautions 
should be taken. 
Texas entered June with 
just 22 screwworm cases 
reported in IO counties during 
the first five months of 1977. 
By June 15, nine more cases 
were added. Although many 
of these cases have been 
confirmed in Hidalgo County, 
others have moved up from 
South Texas into the Central 
Texas county of San Saba and 
into Brewster and Terrell 
Counties in Big Bend-Trans- 
Pecos areas. 
Arizona’s 
cases 
had 
climbed to 15 by June 15, says 
Clayton. New Mexico had 
recorded four cases by that 
date, and California one to 
bring the nation’s total to 29 
by Mid-June. 
This compares to 1,968 by 
the same date last year.

phone reassurance callers, 
lib ra rie s, 
museum 
at­ 
tendants, and in numerous 
other social service ac­ 
tivities. 
Most counties also have a 
Green Thumb crew which 
works throughout the county 
in bufidmg and improvement 


projects such as, repairs for 
public schools, weather - 
ization of homes belonging to 
rural elderly, public park 
improvements, and other 
useful community projects 
working for both county and 
city governments and Senior 
Citizens Centers. 
Green Thumb workers are 
paid minimum wage for a 24 
hour work week. Eligible 
applicants receive a medical 
examination which is paid (or 
by the Texas Green Thumb 
program. Training sessions 
are 
held 
periodically 
covering subjects of interest 
to the older worker such as 
information cm nutrition and 
food preparation, home and 
work safety, consumer af­ 
fairs, social activities and 
other areas of importance. 
Green Thumb has served 
Texas for seven years. The 
program serves rural elderly 
of Texas whose incomes are 
too low to meet the normal 
needb and whose job op­ 
portunities are limited. 
Residents of Jones County 
who are eligible must be SS 
years of age or older, have a 


farm or rural background, 
pass a general physical and 
meet limited income guide­ 
lines designated by the De­ 
partment of Labor. Green 
Thumb is an Equal Op­ 
portunity Employer. 


Green Thumb provides the 
labor without charge, while 
the

non-profit 
organizations who sponsor a 
project 
must 
provide 
materials and necessary 
supervision. Green Thumb 
strives to coordinate and
